He added that he was of the opin¬ 
ion that Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tions should undertake a program of 
training hunters in order that they 
learn hunting laws with a view to 
promoting better hunting and good 
sportsmanship. 

Study groups could be organized 
by clubs in order to train hunters 
to be gentlemen and sportsmen in 
the field. He stated that the gov¬ 
ernment were most anxious to assist 
Fish and Game Associations in the 
proper utilization and conservation 
of our natural resources. 

Mr. Ken Dezell of Calgary, also 
gave an interesting talk and spoke 
on problems of the hunter and the 
land owner. He stressed the import¬ 
ance of training new and young 
hunters which would result in bet¬ 
ter hunting conditions. He con¬ 
cluded his address in congratulat¬ 
ing all hunters in the area with 
entries in the Willow Valley Trophy 
Club competitions. 

Several films on hunting were also 
shown and appreciated by the large 
gathering after which lunch was 
served.

Fernie for “68” Olympics 


Well over 100 persons from the 
Crows Nest Pass towns gathered in 
the Coleman high school auditori¬ 
um Monday evening, January 9th, 
to voice their approval of the site 
chosen at Sentinel, four miles west 
of Coleman, for the construction of 
a $25,000,000 gas processing plant. 

Many aspects of the benefits of 
such a plant were discussed and it 
was unanimously felt that construc¬ 
tion of the plant would be definitely 
beneficial to this Crows Nest Pass 
district. 

As a result of the meeting a mo¬ 
tion was made to the effect that the 
meeting urge the joint Crows Nest 
Pass towns committee in their re¬ 
presentation to government depart¬ 
ments support the location of the 
plant at Sentinel, four miles west of 
Coleman, it being understood that 
matters of public health have been 
investigated. 

A committee from the Crows 
Pass towns committee was then se¬ 
lected when Mayor Frank Abous¬ 
safy, F. J. Lote, Mayor Ernest 
Goulding and Mayor William Jallep 
will travel to Edmonton if neces¬ 
sary to attend a meeting and lend 
the support of the Crows Nest Pass 
towns committee to favoring the site 
of Sentinel as the site for the pro¬ 
cessing plant. 


Promoting Fernie's Snow Valley as the site 
for the 1968 Winter Olympics was given an¬ 
other boost here last week when business men 
from Coleman, Blairmore, Frank and Bellevue 
pledged their support to this very feasible 
proposal. 


The meeting under the chairman¬ 
ship of Jack Kerr of Frank, heard 
Teller Dicks of Fernie give a de¬ 
tailed report on what has been done 
so far towards bringing the Olym¬ 
pics to Fernie and what benefits the 
entire Pass would realize from such 
a world-wide event. 

The idea of Fernie’s Snow Val¬ 
ley being the site for the Olympics 
was originally suggested by one Sam 
Wormington, manager of the North 
Star Ski Club, of Kimberley, B. C. 

Mr. Wormington, who is quite fa¬ 
miliar with conditions necessary for 
such an event, was an official of 
the Squaw Valley Olympics last 
year, and knowing the favorable 
conditions the Fernie site could of¬ 
fer, suggested that Femie Chamber 
of Commerce look into the matter. 

The more the matter was investi¬ 
gated, the more feasible seemed the 
project,— and as a result, Willy 
Schaeffler, well known ski author¬ 
ity, who was in charge of all ski 
events before and during the Squaw 
Valley Games, was brought to Fer¬ 
nie from Denver, Colorado. 

Accompanying this international¬ 
ly known figure was Clarence Ser- 
vold of Camrose, Alberta, one of 
Canada's top Olympic skiers, and 
both men highly favored Fernie as 
a site for the 1968 games. 

Mr. Dicks then reviewed some of 
the expenses involved in this matter 
and commended the Fernie Rotary 
Club for having donated $2,000.00 
towards starting the ball rolling on 
this project. Since this time appeals 
to large firms for assistance with 
heavy earth-moving equipment has 
been terrific and value of donations 
of this type has been estimated to 
exceed some $23,000. 

Expenditures were mainly for 
moving the ski facilities to a new 
site and to build a road into the 
ski area. This has now been done 
and the new ski hill is to be offi¬ 
cially opened on Sunday, January 
22nd.

hill, only a few hundred feet east 
of the east boundary of the town. 

This plant has been in opera¬ 
tion now for a year and a half and 
to date to the best of our knowledge 
no complaints have been registered 
from either town residents or coun¬ 
try residents in close proximity to 
this plant, that this plant is a nui¬ 
sance in any way. In town itself, 
it is very seldom that any sulphur 
odor is present in the air and if the 
plant could not be seen, one would 
not know that the plant was there. 
It is true that a sulphur odor does 
exist in close proximity to the sul¬ 
phur stock-pile but even that odor 
is not too bad. 

This plant employs about 55 peo¬ 
ple of whom approximately one half 
live in the town of Okotoks, and, 
if present housing accommodation 
were available, many more of these 
would reside in town. The town of 
Okotoks as a result of this plant has 
experienced an accompanying build¬ 
ing boom. Quite a number of our 
local boys have been employed at 
this plant and our local business 
men have benefited greatly from 
the extra business which this plant 
has directly or indirectly been re¬ 
sponsible for. Even in winter montns 
now, very little unemployment exists 
in Okotoks which is largely due to 
the employment created by this 
plant. 

In summation, I would only say 
that we only wish that we had a 
half dozen more such sulphur 
plants in close proximity to our 
town as our experience thus far has 
been all on the good side of the 
ledger.

Some Goals For '61 

There are several goals which Canada 
must aim for during 1961 if we are to have con¬ 
tinued prosperity. 

One goal is increased exports. About one- 
fifth of our gross national product is account¬ 
ed for by exports, whereas the USA depends on 
exports for only one-twentieth of its GNP. 

We have a small domestic market to be¬ 
gin with. On top of that handicap, we have 
loaded ouselves with expensive government 
services. These costs find their way into the 
prices of our exported goods, and buyers begin 
to resist. Foreign buyers do not wish to pay for 
our social services and vast power projects. 

Another roadblock to exports and even 
selling in our own domestic market is the high 
cost of Canadian labor. The high wages paid 
to those who are working are actually making 
it less likely that others can be employed. Ca¬ 
nadian labor, in its own self-interest, should 
wish to see productivity increase to the point 
where prices can be lowered so that our prod¬ 
ucts and services can be sold in competition 
with those of other countries and other trading 
blocs.

Another goal we must aim for is a reduced 
tax bill. The government took some steps in 
that direction with its baby budget. So far, so 
good; but what is needed is a massive reduc¬ 
tion in all tax rates, so that these reductions 
would be reflected in lower prices. From such 
action we could expect to see business hum¬ 
ming in West Germany. 

And from lower tax rates the government 
would eventually reap an even higher volume 
of revenue. 

In short, Canadians should take stock. - 
We live in a country with bountiful natural 
resources; but it is a cold and sparsely-popu¬ 
lated country, and many of our resources are 
hard to get at. Unless there are incentives to 
develop them, and the possibility of selling the 
resulting products, they do us no good. 

Canada's economic situation is much 
sounder than some of the gloomy commentat¬ 
ors would have us believe. The present gov¬ 
ernment, it must be admitted, inherited a great 
number of problems. The world situation is un¬ 
easy. Competition is stiffer than it has been for 
a long time. The days when we could export 
or consume everything we produced, regard¬ 
less of price, are gone. We must cut costs, in¬ 
crease productivity, and generally act like a 
team that knows that it is playing in a tougher 
league.

Jury Returns Open Verdict 

A coroner's jury, under the direction of 
Coroner W. McLeod of Pincher Creek, held in 
Blairmore Court House Wednesday evening, 
investigating the deaths of Tom Belec and 
Desmond Huntely, returned the following ver¬ 
dict in both cases: "We the jury, find that T6m 
Belec and Desmond Huntely came to their 
deaths December 14th, 1960, as a result of 
injuries received at a private crossing of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway just west of the town 
of Blairmore, when the car they were in was 
Struck by a CPR train." The jury comprised 
Fred Smith, foreman; Albert Avoledo, E. Megli, 
Fred Schilling, John Lloyd and Dr. R. B. Burg- 
man of Blairmore. 


Evidence given by Dr. Henry G. 

S. Medlicott of Pincher Creek .who 
performed the autopsy, indicated 
that Desmond Huntely, 42 years of 
age, had died as the result of brain 
damage and inter-cranial hemorr¬ 
hage. He also stated that Thomas 
Belec, driver of the car, had died 
from shock hemorrhage, and in¬ 
ternal injuries. 

Dr. Emil Aiello, attending physi¬ 
cian of Coleman, stated that when 
he examined the men at the scene 
of the accident, that Belec was 
dead when he was taken out of the 
car. Desmond Huntely was taken to 
the hospital, where he passed away 
at 12:15 p.m. 

Cpl. P. Murray of the Blairmore 
detachment of the RCMP, describ¬ 
ed the scene of the accident. 

Evidence was also given by Phil¬ 
lip Babino of Lethbridge. CPR brake 
man; George Gordon McLean, fire¬ 
man, and Andrew Stewart, the en¬ 
gineer. Two eye witnesses, George 
Waite of Blairmore who was driv¬ 
ing a truck on the highway when 
the accident happened, and Ron 
Baun, office manager of Majestic 
Construction, who was looking out 
of his trailer office window and saw 
the accident happen, also gave a 
clear picture of what had happened. 

From the evidence submitted, it 
would seem that Belec, driving a 
late model car, was proceeding in 
an easterly direction along the No. 
3 Highway, parallel to the CPR 
tracks. The weather was clear, but 
roads were slippery due to a snow¬ 
fall that had occurred about - an' 
hour before. 

Huntley was a passenger in the 
front seat of the car. 

The car turned right off of the 
highway and was proceeding south 
on the CPR right-of-way to get to

"Finest Co-operation 
Ever" States 
Postmaster General 

Canada’s postal workers heaved 
a post-Christmas sigh of relief this 
week and doffed their caps to the 
Canadian public for what Post¬ 
master General William Hamilton 
called ‘‘the finest co-opeeation ever”. 

While postal figures for Christ¬ 
mas rush were far from complete, 
the Postmaster General s&ld that 
preliminary surveys in the larger 
cities showed that mail volumes 
would probably be slightly up this 
year from last year and that new 
records would probably be set. 

The Postmaster General declared 
that due to the fine co-operation 
of the public in mailing early for 
Christmas, the carry-over of unde¬ 
livered mail on December 24 was 
negligible. Many offices were eom- 


the south side of the railway traces. 
From evidence given it would seem 
that the car was travelling slowly 
and the train was travelling about 
35 to 40 miles per hour. About 15 
feet from the crossing, the evidence 
indicated that the driver of the 
car saw the train and applied the 
brakes but slid onto the crossing. 

The train, which was not obligat¬ 
ed to blow its whistle at this cross¬ 
ing due to there being no whistle 
sign, had blown its whistle when 
the brakeman saw the car in the 
CPR right-of-way, and hollered to 
the engineer, sitting on the right 
side of the train, to blow the whis¬ 
tle. The fireman, sitting behind the 
brakeman on the left side of the 
train, jumped up when the brake- 
man hollered, and he in turn told 
the engineer to “Plug Her” (a term 
used by railway men in case of 
emergency). The brakes were ap¬ 
plied to the train, but the car was 
hit broadside and carried down the 
tracks some 269 feet, where it struck 
a CPR switch and was then pushed 
another 403 feet before it fell off 
of the front of the engine. 

The train, pulling some 50 cars, 
was not considered a heavy train, 
and was travelling east from Crows 
Nest to Lethbridge. 

Vision at the crossing was clear 
for some 3,000 feet west of the level 
crossing. 

The late Desmond Huntley, be¬ 
sides his parents, Mr. and Mrs. L. 
Huntley of Blairmore, is survived by 
Jtis wife and two small children. He 
was a traveller for a Calgary con¬ 
struction equipment firm. The late 
Mr. Bqjec of Kirkland Lake, Ont„ 
is survived by his parents. He was 
a drill expert, and was employed 
by a supply company from Eastern 
Canada. 


pletely cleaned out well In advance 
of the holiday and postmasters In 
major Canadian centres declared 
that public co-operation has never 
been better. 

Surveys of major post offices in¬ 
dicated that peak mailing days 
ranged from December 17 to Dec¬ 
ember 19. as the public responded 
to the. post office plea to post local 
mail by December 17. Some over¬ 
seas mail arrived in Canada late, 
but most of it was moved swiftly 
in a last-minute surge by postal 
staffs. 

The Postmaster General said that 
this year a special effprt had been 
made to handle first class mail on a 
priority basis, and that this effort 
would be continued and expanded 
next year. New techniques In the use 
of extra part-time staff had been 
successful and would be continued. 

Mr. Hamilton added that the post¬ 
al service could not have handled 
the rush of Christmas mall without 
the fine co-operation of Canadas 
press, radio and television. 

The news media, he said, did a 
fine job of informing the public of 
Christmas mailing problems, and 
gave us assistance we could not have 
done without.

Interesting Pamphlet 
On Artificial 

* 

Respiration 

St. John Ambulance National 
Headquarters has published an in¬ 
teresting illustrated pamphlet de¬ 
scribing the ‘mouth-to-mouth’ me¬ 
thod of artificial respiration and the 
correct manner of administering it 
when the need arises. 

St. John Ambulance in its First 
Aid classes has for many years, 
taught the Holger-Nielsen and the 
Schafer methods of artificial re¬ 
spiration with excellent results and 
now includes a description of th 4 s 
third method also known as Oral 
Resuscitation. For obvious reasons, 
it does not lend itself readly to 
practce in class as do the other me¬ 
thods, but .says Dr. J. N. B. Craw¬ 
ford, chief medical advisor of St. 
John Ambulance in Canada, “this 
should mt be allowed to detract 
from the fact that it is of very great 
value as a life-saving measure in 
cases of real emergency. The ‘mouth 
to mouth’ method should be known 
to St. John First Aiders as an al¬ 
ternative to other methods and in 
certain cases may even be the me¬ 
thod of choice, especially when the 
casualty is an infant or small child.’ 

Every person taking a St. John 
First Aid course has the Oral Re¬ 
suscitation method described to him 
and receives a copy of the descript¬ 
ive leaflet regarding it as a remind¬ 
er of the manner it is to be applied 
should the occasion arise for him 
to do so. 

The Oral Resuscitation method 
consists of ‘blowing air directly from 
the rescuer into the lungs of the 
casualty via the mouth or nose. To 
ensure the efficiency of the method 
it is essential that the airway of the 
casualty is clear of aU obstruction 
and free of kinks, and that there 
is a complete seal between the mouth 
of the rescuer and the mouth or 
nose of the casualty. 

Special Stamp 
To Be Issued 

The tremendous strides made by 
Canada’s Indian population and the 
significant contribution they have 
made to the development of Can¬ 
ada in many fields will be honored 
by the Canada Post Office with the 
issue of a special commemorative 
stamp on March 10, 1961, it was an¬ 
nounced recently by the Postmaster 
General, the Hon. Wm. Hamilton. 

Occasion for the special stamp 
will be the centennial of the birth 
of E. Pauline Johnson, the famed 
Mohawk poetess, who was bom at 
Chiefswood, near Brantford, Ont., 
March 10 1861. 

In announcing the new stamp, Mr. 
Hamilton pointed out that although 
the issue was directly related to the 
life and work of Miss Johnson, it 
was intended to honor all members 
of her race. He noted that in recent 
years, particularly, Canadian Indi¬ 
ans have made tremendous advan¬ 
ces. They have achieved the federal 
franchise, made sweeping gains in 
educational, health and social fields 
and contributed at a vastly acceler¬ 
ated pace to the economic and in¬ 
dustrial growth of the nation. 

Historically, Mr. Hamilton point¬ 
ed out, Canadian Indians had pro¬ 
duced outstanding leaders In many 
fields. He mentioned among other 
greats, Joseph Brant, Crowfoot and 
Tecumseh, all outstanding military 
leaders. 

Among modern Indians, the Post- 
matser General cited the Hon. Jas. 
Gladstone, whose appointment in 
January, 1958, marked the appoint¬ 
ment of the first Indian Senator; 
George Clutesi, painter; Mrs. Ethel 
Brant Monture, author; Dr. Gilbert 
C. Monture, O.BJ!., internationally 
known mineral economis and the 
late Brig, and Judge Oliver M. 
Monture. 

The stamp is designed to show 
Miss Johnson’s two personalities of 
Victorian lady and Indian princess. 
It shows the poetess in the fore¬ 
ground, wearing a high ruffed col¬ 
lar. In the background, she is de¬ 
picted in tribal dress. Printed in 
brown and dark green, the stamp 
measures one and one half inches 
by one inch. It was designed by B. 
J. Reddie of Ottawa, Ont. It is of 
the five-cent denomination and 32,- 
000.000 copies will be printed.

Provincial campaign returns to 
date in the 1960 appeal total $480,- 
000, resulting in a shortage of some 
$42,700 from reaching the $522,700 
objective.
